LONDON, Jan. 15 (UPI) —| 
The Soviet Union called today 
for East-West talks on Ger- 
many and said its position on 
a German peace treaty was 
flexible and subject to negoti- 
ation. 

The statement, carried by | 


Moscow radio in a broadcast | 
beamed to North America, was 
the latest in a series of Soviet | 
approaches to the West on Ger- | 
many. It followed similar | 
hints by the United States that | 
it, too, was willing to make 
concessions in an effort to | 
settle the dispute over Ger- 
many. 

London diplomatic sources 
predicted yesterday the West 
was moving toward an early 
meeting with the Soviets, prob- 
ably on the foreign ministers’ 
level. 

Text of Broadcast. 

The Moscow broadcast said: 

“The U.S.S.R. does not claim | 
that its draft peace treaty and 
its proposals to the Western 
governments are not subject 
to amendment or supplement, 
but for that there is need for 
the other side to take certain 
steps too. 

“There is need to talk the 
matter over seriously with due 
consideration for the interests 
of both sides.” 

President Eisenhower yester- 
day rejected Soviet proposals 
for a demilitarized and neutral- 
ized Germany, but he offered

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Governor Calls Levy ‘Fairest and Most 


Equitable’—Public ‘Willing to Pay 


’ 


for Good Roads.’ | 


—In a new pitch for a two- 
cent increase in the state gas- 
oline tax, Gov. James T. Blair 
said today the people of Mis- 
sourl “are willing to pay for 
good roads.” 

“I feel that | know my fel- 
low Missourians well enough 
to know that they do not want 
their sound investment in our 
Missouri highway system to be 
jeopardized,” he said. 

The Governor's comments 
came in a speech to the annual 
meeting of the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of Missouri. 
He estimated a two-cent in- 
crease, for the average motor- 
ist, would amount to slightly 
less than three and a half cents 
a day. 

Fairest Source of Funds. 

Blair said a gasoline tax in- 
crease seems “the fairest and 
most equitable source to ob- 
tain the necessary state funds” 
to finance a 20-year, four-and- 
a-half-billion-dollar expansion 
of the Missouri highway sys- 
tem. 

“When our people know the 
facts,” he said, ‘as they have 
been presented in our high- 
way needs study, they will 
insist that the funds be fur- 
nished to keep Missouri in the 
front rank of our states with 
fine highways.” 

At another point the Gover- 
nor said the people know 
“there are no politics in good 
highways. Highways are built 
for and used by Republicans 
and Democrats alike.” 

Blair agreed with James D. 
Idol, state resources and de- 
velopment director, who spoke 
carlier, that “Missouri is on 
the threshold of a vast indus- 
trial expansion.” 

“Good roads are an increas- 
ingly vital transportation fac- 
tor” he added, .“ahd are a 
sound and necessary invest- 
ment from the industrial ex- 
pansion point of view.” 

At the present 3-cent-a-gal- 
lon rate, Blair estimated tour- 
ists bought 300,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline last year, contrib- 
uting $9,000,000 in highway 
revenues. 

“Good roads are a sound in- 
vestment from the recreational 
point of view, both to aid our 
own citizens and to bring out- 
state tourist money into our 
coffers.” 

Challenge to Contractors. 

Leo A. Fisher, chairman of 
the state Highway Commission, 
told the convention the impact 
of the proposed 29-year pro- 
gram on the state’s economy 
and the construction industry 
will be tremendous. He called 
it a great challenge to the con- 


tractors

needed increases.” 

Especially encouraging, he 
noted, are the recent discover- |

The lead deposit at Vibur- 
num is “richer by 2% per 
cent than the lead ores cur- 
rently being worked” in Mis- 
souri, he said. Moreover, Idol 
stated, the new deposits may 


“eventually yield as much 
metal as has been taken out 
of Missouri in the past 90 


years. 

He said the Pea Ridge iron 
ore deposit is expected to yield 
about 3000,000 tons. annually 
after production begins in 1932 

Missouri has the raw ma- 
terials and services needed to 
make steel,” Idol said. A ready 
market, unexcelled transporta- 
ton and labor and a central lo- 
cation, he added, “put Missouri 
in the driver's seat.”

Charles Johnson,  interna- 
tional vice president of the 
Carpenters union in New York 

Roland McMasters, business 
agent of Teamsters Union Lo- 
cal 299 in Detroit. This is the 
home local of the union's in- 
ternational president, James R 
Hoffa. 


McClellan and Robert F. 
Kennedy, chief counsel, said 
the committee will hear as 


many of the six as are able 
to respond. 

Then the committee will try 
fo complete its investigation 
of relationships between Hoffa 
and Allen Dorfman, a Chicago 
insurance man who is broker 
for welfare-pension funds of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15—A 
native of upstate New York 
with the characteristics of a 
New England Yankee will be 
the government's new housing 
chief. He is Norman Peirce 
Mason, a 62-year-old former 
lumber dealer. 

For the last four years he 
mas headed the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration of the Hous- 

g and Home Finange Agency. 
He was named yes.erday by 
President Eisenhower to head 
the latter agency. 

He will supervise his old 
agency as well as a conglomer- 
ation of other activities rang- 
ing from slum clearance to 
loans for college dormitories 
and from comunity planning 
to public housing. 

Mason's Yankeeness is readily 
explainable. Though he was 
born in the small town of 
Willsboro, N. Y., on Lake 
Champlain, he .has lived since 
1923 in Chelmsford, Mass, He 
has the innate caution, the dry 
humor, the directness and ex- 
terior reserve of the Yankee. 

Scandal Episode. 

He came to Washington in 
1954 in unusual circumstances. 
The FHA, the oldest of the 
housing agencies and among 


the least controversial, had 
suddenly been tinged with 
scandal. The activities were 


connected with two of its six 
mortgage insurance activities— 
involving both high officials of 
the agency and private opera- 
tors in home building and re- 
pair fields. 

They had mostly taken place 
before the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, but the President 
ousted Guy T. O. Hollyday as 
commissioner and named Ma- 
son to take over. There has 
not been a breath of scandal 
since. 

Politics has played no sig- 
nificant part in Mason's rise 
to high government service 
Over the years he had been 
president of his local, state, 
regional .and then national

A Step to Regionalism 

An outright consolidation of 
the governmental facilities of St. 
Louis and St. Louis county is no 
more a solution to the problems 
facing our metropolitan area than 
no action at all. 

What happens when expanding 
population and industrial and 
commercial growth fills up the 
green hills and valleys of St. 
Louis county, turns its creeks into 
engineering problems for the 
Sewer District, and transforms 
the once fine Meramec river into 
a completely polluted stream? 

What happens when growth 
and traffic congestion begin to 
back up over the borders of Jef- 
ferson and St. Charles counties? 
Do we then consolidate all three 
governmental jurisdictions into 
one inflexible whole”

If Freeholder Bryan Purteet 
can demonstrate how his Metro- 
politan District Proposal will pro- 
vide a stepping stone to regional- 
ism, then his plan is the only 
one that offers any hope to the 
future citizens of the metropol- 
itan area. All of the others will 
offer only more of the same type 
of planning which has led to our 
current state of chaos. 

Regionalism here might be de- 
fined as the recognition of the 
geographic, economic and cultural 
unity (not togetherness) of an 
area encompassing the City of 
St. Louis and St. Louis, Jeffer- 
son and St. Charles counties in 
Missouri, plus Madison and St.

Such a definition would _in-

sides of the river,

Such co-ordination would even- 
tually strengthen the economy of 
the area by broadening the base 
of its financial and production 
capabilities. Co-operative effort 
of a strong planning body could 
redirect present wild residential, 
industrial and commercial growth. 

Who knows, we might even be 
able to achieve what the City of 
Ottawa accomplished and incor- 
porate within our plan an irreg- 
ular band of green countryside 
two or three miles in diameter 
giving definition to the nucleus of 
our regional center? 

Regionalism is the only pos- 
sible way eventually to solve such 
problems as those raised by traf- 
fic congestion, rapid mass trans- 
it, civic revenue, and others. It 
is the only possible approach 
which would permit us to utilize 
to full advantage our financial, 
production, distribution, commu- 
nication and transportation cap- 
abilities. 

Let Bryan Purteet demonstrate 
how a Metropolitan District pro- 
posal can make this ‘possible. 
Then, let's stop wasting time and 
get the show on the road!

One Cent or Two? 


Gov. Blair and the State Highway Commis- 
sion have made a case for increasing Mis- 
souri’s gasoline tax in order to support an ex- 
panded highway program. But they have yet 
to prove that the increase ought to be as 
much as two cents a gallon. A one-cent in- 
crease would support a greatly expanded pro- 
gram, and the state has yet to prove that this 
is inadequate for the immediate future. 

The Governor and Commission note that 
Missouri's gas tax of 3 cents a gallon is the 
lowest in the nation. That alone, however, 
is no reason for increasing the tax. Munici- 
pal gasoline taxes complicate the picture. 

The state’s engineering studies show that, 
with a 5-cent tax, Missouri could catch up 
with its road requirements in 20 years. Thus 
the Governor and Commission propose a 2- 
cent tax increase and a 20-year road program. 

In thus seeking the ultimate in Missouri 
highways, the Highway Commission is doing 
what comes naturally and what it is supposed 
to do. But the Legislature has the duty of 
viewing road problems in perspective with 
other state problems, and the legislators may 
note three points: 


First, this is a tax-raising year. Gov. Blair 
proposes other tax increases for modest im- 
provements in other state services. While 
gas taxes do not affect these non-highway 
matters, still a gas tax increase of 66 per 
cent would bring in twice as much revenue 
as all other new levies which the Governor 
seeks. The gas tax has to be considered in 
relation to the general tax level. 

Second, the 20-year road program is an 
ideal program, and the ideal is seldom granted 
in public affairs. Why should a state which 
lags behind many other states in higher edu- 
cational facilities ‘and treatment of mental 
patients, for example, seek perfection in its 
highways when it is unwilling to pay for per- 
fection in anything else? 

Third, the state is only now beginning the 
seventh year of a 10-year highway program 
adopted in 1952. If a 10-year program be- 
comes inadequate before it is much more 
than half achieved, is it wise to try to plan 
20 years ahead? 


Some legislators already have talked of al- 
ternatives to this program. The most logical 
alternative would be a 1-cent gas tax increase 
and a five-year building plan, reviewable at 
the end of that time. 

Under this alternative, the state would re- 
ceive 16 millions more a year in highway 
revenue instead of the 32 millions it now 
seeks. The state would not be able to spend 
217 millions a year on highways in the first 
five years of its 20-year program, as it pro- 
poses; but it would spend close to 200 mil- 
lions a year. Even the reduced figures would 
represent an enormous expansion of highway 
construction. 


A 200 million dollar highway program 
would be 66 millions more than Missouri 
spent on construction, maintenance and oper- 
ation in 1958. It would be 155 millions more 
than Missouri was. spending seven years 
ago, just before it adopted the 10-year pro- 
gram. Hence a l-cent gas tax increase could 
support highway spending at a rate 48 per 
cent higher than last year, and 344 per cent 
higher than seven years ago. 

Why isn’t that a fast enough rate of ex- 
pansion for highway building? 

In what other area of public service does 
Missouri propose to expand its spending 
three and a half times over the 1952 level? 

Why is it not more sensible to increase the 
gas tax one cent now and review the situa- 
tion after five years, than to increase it two 
cents to support a 20-year program which 
may or may not ever eventuate? 

Questions like these must be adequately 
answered by the Governor and the Highway 
Commission before the Legislature would be 
justified in accepting a 2-cent increase in the 
gasoline tax. 


The Curtain’s Not for Glaring 


President Eisenhower's comment that the 
world’s problems can never be solved “by 
glaring across an iron curtain at each other” 
makes it necessary for us to re-draw that Iron 
Curtain in our mind. Since Winston Churchill 
coined the term in a speech at Westminster 
College, at Fulton, Mo., we have thought of 
the Iron Curtain as similar to the curtain on 
the stage of a theater. In our mind’s eye it 
has reached from top to bottom and from 
side to side, completely covering the aperture. 

These curtains often, if not usually, con- 
tain peepholes, but they are much too small 
for glaring through, and anyway the Presi- 
dent has got his Iron Curtain being glared 
across. So we suppose it must be a cafe cur- 
tain, and the glaring is probably done through 
those little circlets that hold it up. But a cafe 
curtain of IRON! The empathy is all wrong, 
and we are sure Sir Winston is much too 
careful a stylist for anything of that sort. 

Our theory is that the glaring is not being 
done across the Iron Curtain at all, and that 
the glares from each side stop at the curtain, 
in accordance with certain natural laws. As 
a matter of fact an Iron Curtain is much bet- 
ter suited to banging than to glaring, and we 
will never get anywhere by banging on it at 
each other, either. Just let us remember that. 


Good Luck for the City 


Mayor Tucker’s appointments to the three 
new departmental directorships created by 
charter amendment appear to be characteris- 
tically nonpolitical. 


Retired Postmaster Bernard F. Dickmann, 
a vigorous and partisan Democratic Mayor of 
St. Louis from 1933 to 1941, seems to have 
been sought out not for any ward connec- 
tions he still may maintain but for his proved 
merits as an administrator. He will be Di- 
rector of Welfare. Dr. J. Earl Smith, a ca- 
reer municipal servant, will take a leave of 
absence from his health commissioner's job 
to become Director of Health and Hospitals. 
Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, who since 1953 
has headed the unwieldy Public Welfare De- 
partment, now being broken up into three 
manageable units, will be Director of Parks, 
Recreation and Forestry. 

The $10,000 Charter limitation on munici- 
pal salaries fortunately did not prevent good 
appointments in these cases. But for the 


the ward politicians in the so-called “county” 
offices that are outside this limitation draw 
upwards of $14,500 a year. 

St. Louis is fortunate that Mayor Tucker 
has been able to persuade men 
like Mr. Dickmann and others, or people

standards will suffer as a result. A Charter 
amendment eliminating the salary ceiling 
should be resubmitted at the first opportunity. 


The Wrong Path in Cuba 


Cuba’s Fidel Castro puts a brave face on 
his movement’s willingness to defy world 
opinion by continuing the execution of polit- 
ical opponents—for “justice,” he says. Never- 
theless the executions still ought to be halted, 
if not out of respect for world opinion then 
out of respect for the goals of the Cuban 
revolution. 

The revolutionaries are asking why Ameri- 
cans did not protest when the Batista Dicta- 
torship was murdering its victims often with 
American arms. They have a point. Some 
of the Congressmen now protesting did not 
protest soon enough. And American arms 
aid to Cuba’s dictator was a folly. 

Nevertheless, as Fidel Castro knows, that 
arms aid was stopped a year before he won 
his victory. And the American people, if not 
some of their Congressmen, sympathized with 
the Cuban people in their fight against 
oppression. ' 

Today, however, the revolutionists are 
guilty of the same kind of tyranny which Ba- 
tista practiced—the star chamber proceeding 
based on the ex post facto law, enforced by 
summary courts and the firing squad. No 
doubt many of those executed deserved such 
a fate. But atrocities cannot be answered 
The democracy and freedom 
which the new Cuban Government promised 
can never be built on methods copied from 
the deposed dictatorship. They can only be 
built on law. 


In a Great Tradition 
I would rather be defeated in a cause that 
will some day triumph, than triumph in a 
cause that some day will be defeated. 
—Woodrow Wilson. 

These words of a great President come to 
mind as we look back into last week and see 
the enlarged stature of one of the ablest of 
Republican Senators—John Sherman Cooper 
of Kentucky. With the odds heavily against 
him, Senator Cooper stood for the post of Re- 
publican leader in the Senate. He went all 
the way to a showdown vote with the Old 
Guard. In the end a change of only four 
votes would have made him his party’s Senate 
spokesman and its chief legislative represen- 
tative at White House conferences. Thanks 
largely to Senator Cooper, the progressive Re- 
publicans have demonstrated that they have 
purpose and conviction, courage and strength. 
It is one of the most wholesome developments 
on the Republican side on Capitol Hill since 
the brave and shining days of Norris and 
Borah and LaFollette. 


New Promise at Springfield 


For the first time since the Stevenson Ad- 
ministration which began 10 years ago, Illi- 
nois has two elected state officials at Spring- 
field who are not Republicans. Joseph D. 
Lohman of Chicago, former Democratic Sher- 
iff of Cook County, has taken over as State 
Treasurer. George T. Wilkins of Edwards- 
ville, former Democratic Superintendent of 
Schools of Madison County, is the new State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Mr. Lohman, the first Treasurer elected 
for a four-year term, ran as a reform, clean- 
up candidate, and Illinois citizens will be 
watching with much interest to see how he 
conducts his office. For Treasurer Lohman 
is a phenomenon in politics—the practical 
scholar from the academic grove. In the 
Stevenson Administration he was called to 
Springfield as head of the State Parole and 
Pardon Board to apply his expert knowledge 
as a professor of socielogy at the University 
of Chicago. 

The Treasurer's office in Illinois has had 
a checkered history, including more than its 
share of scandals. A generation ago Len 
Small besmirched it. Many believe that more 
alertness in the Treasurer's office would have 
caught up Ofville E. Hodge long before the 
faithless Auditor’s lootings came to light in 
the press. 

Mr. Wilkins also will have an opportunity 
to lift the reputation of a state office. His 
predecessor, Vernon L. Nickell of Champaign, 
was indicted on conspiracy charges. The 
charges later were quashed during Mr. Nick- 
ell’s illness, but the congressional investiga- 
tion left no doubt that he was guilty of a seri- 
ous mistake when he awarded large-scale 
food hauling contracts to a political associate 
without competitive bidding. 

The state law makes Mr. Wilkins an ez 
officio member of the trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. This puts him in excellent 
position to work for a co-ordinated program 
of tax-supported higher education in the state. 
In other capacities he can do much to further 
efficient, economical public education on all 
levels in Illinois. 


The Congo Is Offered Freedom 


The Belgian government has been com- 
mendably prompt in countering the Congo 
riots with a specific pledge of elections—with 
equal voting rights—and eventual independ- 
ence. If honorably fulfilled, this should 
meet the demands of the Congolese. 

Municipal and county elections are to be 
held before the end of this year. Provincial 
councils are to be elected before the end of 
March, 1960. The members of these bodies 
then are to elect a general council which will 
become the lower house of a parliament. A 
legislative council, partly elected and partly 
appointed, will form the upper chamber. 

This parliament is to “organize in the Congo 
a democracy able to exercise the prerogatives 
of sovereignty and decide its own independ- 
ence.” Brussels attaches no permanent strings 
such as France insists on in Algeria. It spe- 
cifically uses the words “sovereignty” and 
“independence.” 

The procedure outlined could insure an or- 
derly transfer of authority—if it is accepted 
by the Congolese and if it is not protracted 
by the Belgians. A new government should 
exist before sovereignty is turned over.

Two 
methods have been tried: 


Method 1 


The present Director of Revenue 
in 1957 began matching individual in- 
come tax returns against employer 
information returns. (Every em- 
ployer of four or more persons is 
required to file a list of his em- 
ployees and show the wages and 
salaries paid to each. Matching is 
the process of comparing the names 
on these lists with the names on 
individual income tax returns.) 

This tedious task showed up the 
names of thousands who should have 
reported, and did not. Only part 
of the returns were checked—and 
the work was done by hand. 

NOTE: Matching could be done 
mechanically, using a punch-card 
system. 

; Method 2 


The Legislature in 1955 granted 
$200,000 to the Department of Reve-

nue to finance a program of compar- 
ing federal returns for 1954 with 
state income tax returns for the 
same year. This comparison was 
made by the use of photostatic 
copies of federal income tax re- 
turns, 

As a result of Method 2, thou- 
sands of dollars of additional reve- 
nue were collected—and many per- 
sons who had not reported before 
did so voluntarily. 

Why aren’t these methods enough? 

This is what the Director of Reve- 
nue reports as his findings from 
the partial hand-matching process: 


85,000 persons who had not paid 
a tax. 


30,000 of these paid, on getting 
a letter from the Depart- 
ment of Revenue. 

28,000 of these were found not 
to owe any tax. 

27,000 could not be located (in- 
dicating about 60,000 per- 
sons each year who fail to 
pay, and cannot be 
found). 

In Minnesota, the State Tax Study 

Committee reported in 1956 that in 
one year: 


61,000 people moved out of the 
state. 


62,000 people moved in. 

152,000 people moved from one 
county to another.

As the last strains of “Te 
Deum Laudamus” filtered 
through the cavernous, vaulted 
cathedral, he was escorted 
from his canopied chair near 
the altar to a position in front 
of a carved oeken screen that 
separates the choir and sanctu- 


ary of the church from the 
nave. 

The Rt. Rev. Angus Dun, 
Bishop of Washington, called 


upon the congregation to give 
Bishop Lichtenberger “your 
continuing loyalty, affection 
and prayers.” The congregation 
responded with a salutation as 
Bishop Lichtenberger and Bish- 
op Dun smiled happily 

The presentation to the con- 
gregation came shortly afte 
the retiring presiding bishop, 
the Rt.

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Bus Driver Describes Killing | 
Of 50 Cubans by Firing Squad 


By LUIS DE CABO GARCIA 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Jan. 
15 (UPI)—The shots from the 
firing squad rang out all morn- 
ing and I heard an officer say, 
“Let's get this over with quick; 
I have a pain in my soul.” 

I felt the same way. I knew 
these men were murderers and 
deserved to be shot, but I 
couldn't help shuddering and 
identifying myself with them 
every time the volley sounded. 


It began for me early Mon- 
day when I was in the garage 
working on an _ automobile. 
Army headquarters telephoned 
to send a bus to La Carcel de 
Boniato prison. There was no 
bus driver around so I went 
myself. 

At La Carcel, 12 of the con- 
victed ones, their hands tied 
in front of them with rope, 
were waiting. Six July 26 
(rebel) guards were with them. 

They climbed into the bus, 
and I was told to go to the 
city jail where I picked up 11 
more prisoners. Then one 
guard told me to drive to El 
Campo de Tiro, a firing range 
near San Juan hill 

Executions Predicted. 

1 knew what ws up. It was 
common talk in town during 
the past few days that there 
would be executions. 

Dawn was beginning to break 
as we arrived at the range. A 
volley of shots broke out as we 
stopped, and my passengers, | 
who had been chatting en 
route, suddenly became silent. 

They .were ordered to de- 
bark and they got off, awkward- 
ly, because of their bound 
hands. They broke up into 
little groups of three, four and 
five 

There were two busses and 
an army truck parked to one 


side when I got there. Mine 
was the last load Later, I 
learned that shootings had be- 
gun at 4 am When I got 
there it was about 5:30 and 
one of the July Twenty-sixth 


officers told me 22 had already 
been shot 

I look at the clusters of 
prisoners. Some were crying; 
some chatting; some nervous- 
ly shifting their feet: some 
silent 

Shots in Front of Trench. 

An army officer beckoned, 
and two prisoners advanced to 
a large trench at the end of the 
range. They stood in front of 
the trench as the firing squad 
got ready. An officer gave the 
word and six shots rang out. 

The two bodies fell back into 
the grave, and a lieutenant 


ee 


peered in, pistol in hand, ready 
to give the coup de grace, if 
necessary. 

I didn’t feel well. 

Two more prisoners moved 
up to their grave. Again, six 
shots rang out and their 
bodies toppled back. Then two 
more and two more. 

About 10 to 15 minutes sepa- 
rated each execution. A priest 
accompanied each pair of pris- 
oners on the last march. 

There were about 60 to 70 
July 26th soldiers and about 
eight civilians, including my- 
self and two other bus drivers. 

It was cold. I stayed close 
to other bus drivers whom I 
knew. We didn’t talk much, 
but when we did, we spoke in 
whispers. I don’t know why. It 
certainly wasnt necessary. 

52 Dead by 8 A.M. 

About 8 o'clock or so, one 
of the lieutenants told me that 
by this time 52 had been exe- 
cuted. This was when I heard 
the officer say “I have a pain 
in my soul.” 

| saw one man, Lt. Des- 
paigne, chief of army prowl 
cars in Santiago and a well- 
known murderer, go to his 
death like a hero. He was con- 
victed of having killed 31 per- 
sons and I'm sure he killed 
many more. Everyone in San- 
tiaga hated and feared him.

When it was all over I had 
to drive some soldiers to town, 
then I put the bus away and 
went home. I went to bed but 
couldn't sleep. I kept hearing 
shots.

Chickens Shipped Interstate Get U.S. Tag Rice, Meat 


New Food Protection 
Law in Effect Now; 
Eggs, Lamb Among 
Week’s Good Buys. 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

Have you noticed within re- 
cent weeks the circular Feder- 
al inspection seaol appearing 
on a large per cent of the poul- 
try in your food store? It is 
not unfamiliar, since some 
stores have voluntarily fea- 
tured Federally inspected poul- 
try in the past. 

However, on the first of Jan- 
uary it became obligatory by 
law for all poultry products 
which cross a state line to bear 
this seal. (There will be a few 
exceptions during a brief tran- 
sition period to allow for stocks 
on hand as of the first of the 
year.) 

If you have wondered just 
what this seal means, it is 
proof that certified Govern- 
ment inspectors have approved 
the birds as being wholesome 
and processed in a plant which 
meets Federal requirements 
for sanitation. Remember that 
it is no guarantee of the eat- 
ing quality of the poultry, only 
of its wholesomeness: your 
guide to quality is a well 
known brand name or a USDA 
grade. 

Also, the seal applies only to 
poultry which crosses a state 
line. For some time Missouri 
has had its own poultry proces- 
sing sauitation law which re- 
quires inspection by the Di- 
vision of Health. 

This new Federal seal is just 
one more safeguard for you; 
one more assurance that the 
food you are serving your fam- 
ily is wholesome—surely a re- 
assuring thought for any home- 
maker. 

While we are on the sub- 
ject of poultry we might point 
out that you might find chick- 
ens slightly higher this week 
although they are, of course, 
still a great bargain. 

Large Grade A eggs are one 
of the best food values in St. 
Louis markets ‘at this time. 
Supplies are abundant and 
quality outstanding, The spread 
between the medium sized eggs 
and the bigger ones is so slight 
that it is the part of wisdom 
to choose the larger ones. 

— * * 


At the meat counter, check 
the price tags on lamb. You 
will find them lower than 
usual, at a level which makes 
lamb competitive with other 
meats. What better time to 
serve a leg of lamb, or a nice 
shoulder roast? ‘(See feature 
story on this page for sug- 
gestions.) 

Hams, both fresh and cured, 
and bacon are attractively 
priced, And wouldn't. seme 
spareribs and sauerkraut be a 
welcome dish on a January 
evening? You can serve it 
without straining the budget. 

There is an interesting situa- 
tion on beef at the present 
time. The usual heavy winter 
demand for such items as stew 
meat and chuck roast has 
tended to level out the price 
differential between these cuts 
and steaks. Don’t misunder- 
stand, we aren't saying that 
you can buy steaks at bargain 
prices. But we are saying that, 
relatively speaking, club 
steaks, T-bones and sirloin are 
less of a luxury than they have 
been for some time.

Now is the time to enjoy 
grapefruit; the eating quality 
is excellent with high sugar 
content. Supplies are ample 
from both Texas and Florida 
and you may choose from 
Marsh seedless, ruby reds and 
pinks, or Florida’s Indian river 
truit. 

Prices are moderate, but you 
will pay a premium for the 
extra-large sizes. 

Texas Valencia oranges are 
starting to come to market. 
Prices are working down on 
the larger California navels. 
Temple oranges, with their dis- 
tinctive flavor, are available at 
prices slightly higher than 
those of regular oranges. 

Apples of just about every 
type are filling the market; 
with the exception of the very 
finest Golden Delicious. They 
are being offered at prices low 
enough for almost any budget.

Frenched Leg Of Lamb, 


Homemakers Who Pass 
Up Lamb Are Missing 
Delectable Food 


For some reason, the majority of St. Loulsans take a far 


from enthusiastic attitude toward lamb. This delicately fla- ' 


vored, fine-textured meat is a great favorite in California and 
along the Eastern Seaboard, but in this area it is a stepchild 


in the meat family. The dieter 


dutifully eats his lamb chops, 


but in most families that is about the extent of interest in lamb. 
Homemakers who bemoan the problems of menu planning 
are depriving themselves of many possibilities for interesting 


meals by treating lamb with 
such indifference. It is a nutri- 
tious meat, rich in B vitamins, 
and practically all lamb cuts 
are very tender. At present it 
is being sold in local stores at 
prices which make it well worth 
consideration. 

Perhaps the reason it is not 
more popular is because many 
women are not accustomed to 
cooking it and consequently 
lack experience in preparing it 
to best advantage. It has a dis- 
tinctive flavor, but a bland one 
which needs the accent of fruit 
or herbs. 

If your family likes garlic, 
stick two or three eloves of it 
into a lamb roast when prepar- 
ing it for the oven. If*you pre- 
fer, rub the meat with marga- 
rine, thyme or rosemary. It 
also may be rubbed, before 
cooking, with a mixture of one 
teaspoon dry mustard, one tea- 
spoon chili powder and one 
tablespoon paprika. Another 
flavor trick is to spread the 
meat with mint jelly just be- 
fore taking it to the table. 

It is an unforgiveable culi- 
nary sin to serve lamb luke- 
warm. It should be either very, 
very hot or very, very cold. 

Bearing these pointers in 
mind, try some of the follow- 
ing recipes and see if you 
haven't been missing something 
when you closed your mind to 
lamb as the piece de resistance. 

It’s best to choose a 5 to 6- 
pound leg of lamb and remem- 
ber, do not have the fell re- 
moved. The fell (thin parch- 
ment-like covering) helps the 
roast retain its shape and 
juices as it cooks. 

You can purchase either an 
American or frenched leg of 
lamb. An American leg of lamb 
has the shank bone removed. 
The shank meat is tucked into 
a pocket under the fell and 
pinned into place. The frenched 
leg of lamb is so called be- 
cause the meat is removed to 
expose one inch or more of the 
lower part of the shank bone. 
When the frenched leg of lamb 
is used for holiday occasions 
a paper frill is used to cover 
the end of the bone. 

Low Temperature. 

Lamb is always cooked at a 
low temperature for uniform 
doneness throughout the meat 
cut, Allow 30 to 35 minutes per 
pound for roasting the leg of 
lamb.

Breakthrough Made in Drive 
To Clean Up Auto Exhaust

DETROIT, Jan. 15 — The 
automobile industry says it has 
developed techniques for treat- 
ing engine exhaust fumes to 
reduce hydrocarbon emissions 
from cars by 60 to 90 per cent. 

Harry A. Williams, manag- 
ing director of the Automo- 
bile Manufacturers Association, 
described the methods as a “re- 
search breakthrough” in the 
industry's search for ways to 
clean up the exhaust emissions 
that contribute to Los Angeles 
smog. 

Officials from the California 
city have criticized the auto in- 
dustry recently for having 
failed to resolve the exhaust 
problem. 

Details of the experimental 
techniques were made public 
vesterday in connection with 
five technical papers sched- 
uled for presentation here on 
Friday at the annual meeting 
of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers. 

The methods for reducing 
exhaust fums afe: 

1. A low-temperature con- 
verter r__that uses vanadium 


pentoxide as a catalyst. This 
device, described by R. T. Van 
Derveer and J. M. Chandler 
of the Ford Motor Co., is in- 
corporated in the muffler and 
ooxidizes or burns up 60 to 
75 per cent of the exhaust 
hydrocarbons The cost of 
such a converter was not men- 
tioned in the paper, but Ford 
Officials estimated privately 
that the price installed would 
be about $150 
flame-type after-burner 
described by Dr. S. L. Ridge- 
way of the Ramo-Wooldridge 
division of Thompson Ramo- 
Wooldridge, Inc. of Los An- 
geles. This system, larger than 
the catalytic converter, oper- 
ates by adding air to the ex- 
haust by means of an auxiliary 
pump.

Twenty-nine Soviet scien- 
tists made these predictions in 
a new book, “Report From the 
Twenty-first Century,” re- 
viewed in a Moscow radio 
broadcast.

of our planet,” said Yuri 
Khlebtsovich, an astronautics 
expert.

LEOPOLDVILLE, Belgian 
Congo, Jan. 15 ‘(AP)—The 
leader of the Congolese nation- 
al movement said yesterday he 
was satisfied on the whole

There are a couple of boys 
on Washington University’s bas- 
ketball team who wear glasses 
off the court and can’t see 
the scoreboard while playing 
on the hardwood without ‘em.

Lou Vesely, an East St. 
Louisan who is a transfer stu- 
dent from Idaho U. at the Hill- 
top, needs goggles to drive and 
to watch TV, but, he said. “I’ve 
never worn them in a game. I 
can't even see the scoreboard.” 


The 5-foot-11 backliner, who 
played as a freshman and soph- 
omore at Idaho and then came 
home to Washington because 
of an automobile accident in 
which his mother was injured 
in 1957, didn’t have to make 
apologies after the Bears nosed 
out Regis College of Denver 
for the fifth straight season. 
58-57. 

Only a handful of fans ~— 
maybe several hundred count- 
ing generously — saw Vesely 
not only spark the Bears to 
their third straight victory with 
23 points, but they also saw the 
former East St. Louis High ath- 
lete do a good defensive job 
on a highly touted All-America 
candidate, Dennis Boone. 

Reserves Lend a Hand. 

Gullion gave credit for a 
Washington victory “in a game 
certainly not one of our ‘bet- 
ter ones” to a team organiza- 
tion move in the first half and 
to stellar work by reserves in 
the final half. But he had 
praise also for Vesely, who 
held Boone to four points -in 
second-half battling, when the 
Bears moved ahead.

Bill to Aid 
Minors Is 


Offered 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 
(UPI)—A bi-partisan group of 
Congressmen today introduced 
legislation to “save baseball's 


minor leagues” by legalizing 
a blackout of major league- 
game telecasts into minor 


league cities when their teams 
are playing at home. 


The legislation would achieve 
this by exempting from the 
anti-trust laws agreements pro- 
tecting teams from. major 
league-game telecasts originat- 
ing within 75 miles of minor 
league cities on home-game 
days. Utherwise, TV agree- 
ments would be subject to anti- 
trust laws. 

It also would leave radio 
broadctsts of professional base- 
ball, basketball, football and 
hockey games subject to anti- 
trust laws 

These were the major fea- 
tures of new sports legislation 
which otherwise would exempt 
from the anti-trust laws the 
reserve clauses and other ma- 
jor sports practices of the four 
professional sports. 

Except for the radio-and TV 
provisions, the legislation was 
identical to a measure passed 
by the House last year. The 
1958 bill, which died in the 
Senate, would have exempted 
completely regulations on ra- 
dio and television broadcasts. 

The new proposal is co-spon- 
sored by Representatives Fran- 
cis FE. Walter (Dem.) Pennsyl- 
vania; William E. Miller (Rep.) 
New York; Oren Haris (Dem.) 
Arkansas; "John W. Byrnes, 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, and William 
C. Cramer, (Rep.), Florida 
Walter, Miller and Harris were 
among the sponsors of the 
1958 House-passed bill.

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Colleges Follow Up ‘Lonesome End' With ‘Wild Card’ Substitute 


oal Posts

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 
(AP)—College football in 1988 
will have the “Wild Card” 
player to follow the famous 
“Lonesome End” of 1958. 

The “Wild Card” player will 
bé a substitute who can re- 
enter a game as many times as 
his coach chooses, provided he 
goes in when the game clock 
is stopped. 

The player could be a key 
quarterback, a kicking special- 
ist or perhaps a guard carrying 
instructions from the sidelines. 

As a result of rules changes, 
the game should be more wide 
open, higher scoring and 
crowd-pleasing. 

Major Changes. 

Such was the hope today of 
the men who write and rewrite 
the rule book, the National 
Collegiate Rules 
Their major changes, 
nounced yesterday 
three-day meeting: 

1. Relaxation of the substi- 
tution rule. 

2. Widening the goal posts— 
for the first time in the history 
of the game—from the present 
inside-the-post distance of 18 
feet 6 inches to 23 feet 4 
inches, or the outside distance _—_ 
of 19-2 to 24. The posts re- 
main 10 yards behind the goal | 
line. 

3. Revisions of penalties, in- 
cluding infractions on tries for 
the extra point. 

Unchanged was the two-point 
conversion rule. 

Acting chairman H. O. (Fritz) 
Crisler, serving as head of the 
committee for the tenth year, 
said there was considerable 
sentiment against a return to 
the two-platoon system 

He explained the ‘wild card” 
player, as in a poker game, 
this way: 

“If only one eligible substi- 
tute enters the field while the 
clock is stopped, he will. not 
be recorded as an entry ex- 
cept during an excess time out, 
such as when a player is hurt. 

“However, if more than one 
substitute enters the field be- 
tween downs, each sub will be 
recorded. 

“Basically, we are keeping 
the rule of last year. But it will 
allow a team to get a man 
into the game when the clock 
is dead.” 

The clock is officially 
On many occasions during a 
fame, such as on an incom- 
plete pass or a ball thrown or

Un- 
der present rules, a _ player 
cannot re-enter a game more 


than twice during a half with- 
out a penalty. 
Safety a Factor. 

Safety was a main factor in 
keeping the goal posts where 
they are, Crisler continued. 
And the use of goose-neck or 
cantilever style posts was ruled 
out as too expensive, particu- 
larly for small colleges. Fans 
tear down too many during a 
season, he added. 

Another change increases the 
number of times out per half 
fram four to five. 

Rules involving 
were changed. 

No distance penalty, mean- 
ing a stepped-off yardage pen- 
alty, shall be greater than half 
the distance to the goal line. 

For instance, no team can be 
penalized from the 16-yard 
mark to the one. Now it will be 
set back to the citht 

The try for the extra point 
was revised when there is a 
penalty. An example: The team 
on offense successfully kicks 
the placement for one point, 
but the defensive team is called 
on a penalty. The offensive 
team has the option of accept- 
ing the one-point gained on the 
kick, plus the required yard- 
age. penalty on the ensuing 
kickoff; or it can decline its 
one-point score, accept the 
penalty placing the ball on the 
one and one-half yard mark, 
and try for two points. 

Clarified were rules placing 
the burden of guilt on any 
player who first breaks into 
the neutral zone before the ball 
is snapped, and rewording the 
rule insisting a player keep his 
forearms and hands close to his 
chest. 

Uniformity of rules for col- 
leges and high schools?

THE BLONDE SANG and she hit the 
grace and ease. The waiters stopped 
them with trays, stood in the 
sad notes of Sorrento.’

- This was the ultimate tribute. The 
kid finished her song and 
the customers at the Eden 
Roc in Miami split the 
night air with a roar that 
drowned the surf outside. 

The Cadillac crowd 
yelled for more. The 
blonde stood, arms limp, 
head hung. When the 
tribute died, she turned 
swiftly and hurried off- 
stage. This was Anna 
Maria Alberghetti, no 
longer a child. 

A decade ago, she was 
a pig-tailed child in Pe- 
saro, Italy. It’s a coastal 
town on the Adriatic and 
the Alberghettis had a 
nice, white-washed house 
a block and a half from 
the sea. It had full-length 
shutters and big, cool, 
old-fashioned rooms. 

Daniele Alberghetti was the poppa. He was a concert 

cellist and a baritone who had sung at La Scala. A voice 
teacher had forced his register down and his singing career 
died suddenly. “If I'll ever have a daughter,” he told his 
wife Victoria, “she will avenge me.”

His wish was granted. He had two daughters 
and a son. The oldest was Anna. He taught her 
to sing before she could talk. She sang on 
the Island of Rhodes when she was 6. Daniele 
conducted the band. Anna trilled “Cara Nome” 
for the governor, and he broke and wept. 


When the war was over, she gave concerts for Amer- 
ican soldiers. Her father wanted her to sing in America. 
He had never been there himself, but he knew the place: 
Carnegie Hall, New York City. To earn the money for the 
trip, Daniele backed a series of concerts for Anna. Behind 
her he had an orchestra of 80 men. He went broke. 

The newspaper reviews were improving. So, of course, 
was her voice. She was growing up to be a good coloratura 
soprano. 

New York was far away. In 1950, Anna was 14. Maes- 
tro Verna, an old friend, agreed to raise the money so that 
all the Alberghettis could go to New York. He got $3000. 
The family arrived in New Yors scared. They were here— 
so what? Whocared? Anna didn’t speak a word of English. 
The music critics had never heard of her. 

Nothing was going to stop Daniele now. He worked 
hard with his little bambina and, in April, he staged a con- 
cert for her exactly where he had promised it would take 
place: Carnegie Hall. Backstage, he whispered the final 
instructions to her. She came onstage, gulping, scared, and 
sang her heart out. 

For the first time in her life, the kid was allowed to 
sit up all night with her parents to wait for the morning 
reviews. A friend translated the words. The headline in 
the New York Times said: “An Angel From Paradise.” 
Daniele’s eyes misted and he talked rough to the child. “Go 
to bed now,” he said. “Go to bed and sleep good.” 


A week later, Ed Sullivan asked her to appear 
on his television show. She was paid $350. Last 
year, she was on again and earned $7500. Between 
those two times, and those figures, there has been 
much hard work and much happiness. A few 
years ago, she co-starred with Dean Martin in a 
motion picture called “10,000 Bedrooms.” 


Anna was thrilled when she learned that it would be 
filmed in Rome. On a weekend, she hired a car and drove 
nine hours to.Pesaro. When she arrived, all of her old girl 
friends were waiting in front of the old house. The kissing 
and hugging and conversation continued until the small 
hours. They kidded her about the blond hair. Anna’s hair 
is naturally brownish. She told them that a blond Italian 
goes big in America. 

Daniele was on Ralph Edwards's This Is Your Life one 
night a year later. He looked tired. From behind the cur- 
tain came his 83-year-old mother and, in an instant, he was 
a happy boy again. Edwards had flown the elderly woman 
over as a surprise. 

It was a good deed. Daniele’s mother died two months 
later. Eight months more and Daniele was dead of cancer. 
There was a sandwich of happiness between. 

Anna has achieved success at 22. She will earn $250,- 
000 this year. She bought a house for her mother in Holly- 
wood. She takes care of her brother and sister. 

Daniele did a lot in a short time.

The moment 
is important; this was a turn- 
ing point in my life, even if 
I was not fully aware of it 
at the time.

A Broad Threat 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15. 

I MUST BREAK into the coverage of my present trip 
for the American Association for the United Nations to tell 
you about what I think is an interesting and important se- 
ries of panel discussions that are being held currently in 
New York. These meetings are part of the centennial sea- 
son (1958-59) celebration of the Brooklyn Academy of Mu- 
sic, which is a division of the Brooklyn Institute ef Arts 
and Sciences. ' , 

William McKelvy Martin, director of the academy, has 
a. strong conviction that human rights merit constant em- 


phasis. So, back at the beginning of the season he arranged | 
that one lecture be given, to be followed by a series of | 


four panel discussions on this important issue. 


He invited as his speaker Federal Judge J. 

Waties Waring, who handed up the public schools 

desegregation order in Clarendon, S.C., which led 

to the United States Supreme Court's decision bar- 

ring segregation and ordering gradual integration 

in our publie schools. 

Judge Waring delivered that lecture last month, which 
was followed by the first of the panel discussions, the 
theme of which was “Discrimination in Sports.” The guests 
on the panel were Jackie Robinson, Sugar Ray Robinson 
and Nat Ash, with Judge Waring acting as chairman and 
moderator, which will be his role at the three forthcoming 
meetings. 

The second in the series will be held today, and the 
theme is “Discrimination in Education.” Judge Waring’s 
guests will include Dr. Kenneth Clark, noted psychologist 
and educator: Dr. Benjamin Fine, formerly education edi- 
tor of the New York Times, and Dr, Gardner C. Taylor, 
head of the Concord Baptist Church and the only Negro 
member of the New York City Board of Education and also 
the head of the Protestant Council of New York. 

On Feb. 5 “Discrimination in the Entertainment Field” 
will be the subject, with the guests still to be chosen. Then 
on March 12 Judge Waring will bring to his panel discus- 
sion Unitetl States Senator Jacob Javits and Norman Thom- 
as. and they will discuss the position of the Negro and 
other minorities in the national and international fields. 

These discussions should be a great help in 
stimulating the people of our great City of New 

York to accept their responsibilities on one of the 

questions that concerns vast areas of the world to- 

day. Our country’s position in the world today is 
very much affected by our attitude toward minor- 
ities at home. In the great struggle between the 

Communist and the non-Communist nations in 

their appeals to the non-committed areas of the 

world, the question of the equality granted by us 

te the minorities in our midst has an overwhelm- 

ing influence. 

Therefore, this is not a question of purely local or do- 
mestic importance, for it involves the much broader threat 
of whether the world will one day be a Communist world. 
We make few decisions in the United States on human 
rights and civol rights that do not have a bearing on this 
broad international struggle, and we should never forget 
that every action taken here in the United States is known 
in every part of the world almost as quickly as it is known 
in this country.

IN RESPONSE to our ser- 
mons on the subject of pota- 
toes, in which we have tried to 
point out that there is more to 
cooking a potato than merely 
subjecting it to heat in one 
form or another, a reader sug- 
gests that we have overlooked 
the one method of cooking 
which inspired the pieces, 
namely, the mashed potato. 
There is more to mashed po- 
tatoes than merely mashing 
them. 

At the risk of having pota- 
toes, as a steady article of diet, 
become as deadly in this space 
as they can become on the 
table, we'll go into the subject 
just once more, and then we 
promise not to mention spuds 
for along, long time. But they 
are a much maligned vegetable 
and deserve better treatment 
than they usually get. 


We got started on this sub- 
ject by pointing out to Birdie 
the Bride there are more ways 
to cook a potato than mashing 
it. We will now say that if she 
is going to mash the potatoes, 
give the project a little 
thought and care and do it 
right. Who, at some time or 
another, hasn't been confront- 
ed with a dish of mashed pota- 
toes that could be mistaken for 
extra thick wallpaper paste? 

First we go back to the di- 
rections given here for prop- 
erly boiling potatoes. Boil 
them until they're tender, then 
drain them immediately. Then 
put the lid on and put them 
back on the fire and steam 
them a couple of minutes to 
get all excess water out. It's 
the water that soaks into the 
potatoes that makes them sog- 
gy and unappetizing. 

The first step in “mashing is 
to put the potatoes through a 
ricer or to mash them with a 
hand masher. Get all the 
lumps out. Now for a half 
dozen medium-sized potatoes 
you will need at least half a 
cup of whole milk, maybe a 
little more: 

People who don't know 
better just take the milk right 
out of the refrigerator and 
dump it, ice-cold, into the po- 
tatoes. The right way is to 
heat the milk, and while it’s 
heating let three or four table- 
spoons of butter melt in it. 
Then add the hot milk gradual- 
ly as you beat hell out of the 
potatoes. The more.and hard- 
er you beat them the lighter 
and fluffier they are going to 
be. Taste them for salt and 
pepper, and if they need more, 
add it and beat some more. If 
they've cooled any in the proc- 
ess, put them in a double 
boiler and heat them up again, 
because mashed potatoes should 
be piping hot. 


THEN THERE IS the sub- 
ject of. potato soup, one of the 
great soups when properly 
made, but one too often over- 


looked. You'll find a lot of 
recipes for potato soup, but 
here's an old fashioned Irish 
recipe that’s hard to beat. 

Put a ham bone with a little 
meat on it in a pot of water 
and let it simmer about six 
hours. Let it cool and skim 
the fat off the top. Melt the 


fat in a pan, and then put in 
a pound each of sliced onions 
and sliced potatoes. Cook and 
stir with a wooden spoon for

In the early days of French colonization in Louisiana and 
Mississippi, the settlers were predominantly male—many 
of them were soldiers manning the garrisons.

The young 
women chosen, while poor, were well reared and edu- 
cated, and filled their places with courage and distinction 
in the pioneer life of their new homeland. (These vignettes 
do not necessarily refer to the daily puzzles.)

Uncle Ray’s Column 
Greeks as Sailors 


By Ramon Coffman 


LAST TIME we discussed 
the Phoenicians, the greatest 
sailors of ancient days. Those 
people were rela closely to 
the Canaanites and somewhat 
distantly to the Jews. 


The Phoenicians 
ideas far and wide. After 
visiting one country, they 
taught the things they learned 
there to other lands. 

In the course of their wide- 
spread trading, the Phoenici- 
ans found it necessary to keep 
account books. They had good 
trade relations with Egypt, 
and obtained knowledge of 
writing from the people of 
that ancient country. They 
changed some of the letters 
used in Egypt and elsewhere, 
but they cannot be regarded as 
the inventars of the alphabet. 


The Phoenicians told the 
Greeks about the letters. The 
Greeks gave their own names 
to the letters, calling the first 
two on the list “alpha” and 
“beta.” When those were com- 
bined, they made the word 
“alphabeta,” later “alphabet,” 
the name we use for our sys- |

Some Greek vessels used a 
bay near Athens as their 
heme pert. The sailors often 
teok little statues of Athena, 
patron goddess of Athens, 
with them to sea. 

Other Greek sailors prayed 
to Poseidon (pronounced po- 
SY-don) the god of the sea, 
The Romans changed the name 
of that god to Neptune 

In due course the Greeks be- 
came highly skilled in the art 
of sailing. They dared to go 
through the Gates of Hercules, 
and reached the island now 
known as Great Britain.
